Russia Reveals 
Effectiveness 
of NATO

WASHINGTON MP) —Russia dis- 


likes and fears NATO and EDC 
more than anything else in the 
close 
relationship 
between 
the 


United States 
arid 
its 
Western 


friends. 


They've tried to destroy both of 


them: NATO, the North Atlantic 
Treaty 
Organization, 
and EDC, 


the European Defense Community. 
The two go together. NATO is 
five years old. EDC doesn't ac- 
tually exist. 


EDC was intended to be the 


heart of NATO, a shell without it. 
Time drags on. EDC is still in the 
future. Here is the story: 


NATO- 
It's a military alliance between 


7.4 nations which agreed to holp 
one another in case any one of 
them is attacked. All 14 pool their 
plans, or defense of western and 
southern Europe under 
a joint 


command and planning staff. 


But each of the 14 has its own 


separate armed forces, although 
the joint staff plans how to use 
all of them if attack comes. 


The 14 NATO members are the 


United States, Britain, France, the 
Netherlands, 
Belgium, 
Luxem- 


bourg, Portugal, Denmark, Nor- 
way. 
Iceland, 
Canada, 
Italy, 


Greece and Turkey. The first 12 
joined NATO April 4, 1949. Greece 
and Turkey came in later. 
EC- 
It's sometimes called the "sin- 


gle European army." It's supposed 
to have 
six members: 
France, 


Italy, Belgium, 
the 
Netherlands 


and Luxembourg—all .-• members of 
NATO—and West Germany. 


Under EDC West Germany could 


rearm. All six nations would give 
up having individual armies and 
merge them in a single army 
Their troops, wearing the same

command of. their own choosing.

ers ^and the ruination of shooting 
chances for standard-gun users by 
ultra-long 
range 
bombardment 


from the Magnum shooters. Both 
are crimes.or at least major sins. 
In the eyes of any proper sportsman 


But are those sins a imatter of the 


gun or'the gunner? Is not putting 
a top on gun size something like 
legislating horsepower limits on 
cars in order to eliminate reckless 
drivers? 


The 
magnum 
shotgun in the 


hands, of a skilled scattergunntir 
will kill ducks from 10 to 30 yards 
farther out than standard types, 
but this is n.o excuse for abuse of 
the instrument by 'attempting to 
"anti-aircraft" ducks to earth from 
out of the clouds. The'abuse is not 
built into the gun, but rather com- 
mitted by the gunner. 


Restrictions on gauges, or charg- 


es will stop these abuses, The idiot 
who wastes birds and ruins the 
sport of others by stretching his 
gun barrels after impossible shots 
would still pull the same stunt even 
if he were legally restricted to the 
use of a .410, 


A standard 12-gauge,or any other 


size throws' individual size 4 shot 
as fast and as far as the magnum 
so that. the bird-crippling potential 
is still there, even though perhaps 
npt as great in terrns of the num- 
ber of pellets. Outlawing any gun 
size will not wash sway the sin? of 
the few sky busters among the mass 
pf sporting waterfowlers.
